WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, D. C.—History was 
made during the past few days in this 
city. President-elect Harding, as a 
Senator of the United States from the 
State of Ohio, told his colleagues in his 
first and final speech of the session that 
beginning March 4th next, there would 
be at least two distinct branches of the 
government. The address was more 
than a mere speech; it was a notification 
‘to the country that the days of auto- 
cracy had passed at least for four years 
in the United States. It means also 
that the Congress of the country and the 
next administration will get along well 
together, and for this a nation gives 
thanks.. Congress greeted Senator 
Harding as a member as Well as the next 
President and his colleagues in the 
Senate regardless of party, gave him 
every assurance that wilh the next ses- 
sion, to begin early in March, a policy of 
constructiveness: will be in order for a 
nation that-is waiting for just such mat- 
ters to be consummated. Of course, it is | 
not to be expected that the Republican 
policies are to be whally disregarded 
but it is possible for a nation to be a 
Republican party nation at the same 
time being a nation of real deeds as well 
as of words. The members of the Con- 
gress are loud in their praise of Senator 
Harding's acts while here this week, for 
he has given out no promises of words 
only and he has told his callers as well as 
the nation at large that he is for Am- 
erica first; an America unmortgaged to 
any other nation, and for a policy that 
will tend to construct rather than theor- 
ize in all things both great and small. 
Senator Harding also says that he has 
not yet selected his cabinet and the se- 
lections made by this one and that are 
but paper names. Some of the men se- 


| 

personnel of the cabinet to join his 
official family. He has been frank and 
easy while here and his position has been 
a hard one for it is so easy to do the 
wrong thing while meaning to do the 
right thing. Thus far Senator Harding 
has acted well and his country is with 
him. The trip through the southland 
demonstrates this fact and it is safe to 
predict now that the coming adminis- 
tration will be a popular one, not-only 
in the halls of Congress but in all sec- 
tions of the country. An era of good 
feeling is about to come over the land 
once more while many gigantic matters 
of state are to be settled aright. There 
is 4 good pilot. aboard the ship and he 
has a good crew on the hill to help him 
master the craft. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts will 
not be a member of the next cabinet. 
Thus far he -has not been asked by 
Senator Harding. But the Massachu- 
setts Senator would refuse a place as 
Secretary of State in the next cabinet as 
he has refused such a place seyeral 
times before. To Senator Lodge his 
present place as a Senator of Massachu- 
setts is the greatest place he can fill for 
his countrymen. He looks upon it as a 
great heritage and a place of gigantic 
proportions in statesmancraft. Today 
Mr. Lodge is mote popular in Massa- 
chusetts than at any time in his long 
career covering a generation in public 
life. As leader of the majority and a 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, Senator Lodge has 
reached a place of great prominence and 
his leadership today goes unchallenged. 
He has made the fight of his life with 
foreign policies as an issue and his ef- 
forts have been rewarded by his country- 
men declaring for his policy in foreign 
affairs. To win such a victory is to have 
won a great victory. President Harding

It 
thrills you if you. read it through and 
through and to those who recall the 
days of yore when the Websters, the 
Choates, the Cabots and such names 
were in public.life it makes them believe 
that their successor is a reality, is true to 
form and true to the traditions of Am- 
erica. Just a few words now will give 
those sons and daughters of Massa- 
chusetts a thrill as they read again 
Senator Lodge’s peroration on that 
memorable debate with John E. Rus- 
sell. ‘‘Massachusetts,” began the Sen- 
ator, (who at that time was a member 
of the House of Representatives), “Utter 
but the word and what memories throng 
upon her children, Here came the stern, 
God-fearing men to find a home and 
found a state. Here, almost where we 
stand, on the edge of the wilderness, was 
placed the first public school. Yonder, 
across the river, where the track of the 
savage still lingered, and the howl of the 
wolf was still heard, was planted the 
first college. Here, through years of 
peril and privation, with much error and 
failure, but ever striving and marching 
onward, the Puritans built their state. 
It was this old town that first resisted 
England and bared its breast to receive 
the hostile spears. In the fields of Mid- 
dlesex the first blood was shed in the 
American revolution. On the slopes of 
Bunker Hill the British troops first re- 
coiled under American fire. Massachu- 
setts was the first great commonwealth 
to resist the advance of slavery, and in 
the mighty war for the Union she had 
again the sad honor to lay the first blood 
offering on the altar of the nation. This 
is the state that Winthrop founded. 
Warren died for her liberties and Web- 
ster defended her good name. Sumner 
bore stripes in behalf of her beliefs, and

her sons gave their lives on every hattle- 
field for the one flag she held more sacred 
than her own. She has fought for lib- 
erty. She has done justice between man 
and man. She has sought to protect 
the weak, to save the erring, to raise the 
unfortunate. She has béen the fruitful 
mother of ideas as of men. Her thought 
has followed the sun and been felt 
throughout the length of the .Jand.

This is the reason why Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts would decline a cabi- 
net place if the next President were to 
ask it. ‘‘Massachusetts,” says the 
Senator, “here she is, a queen among 
commonwealths, enthroned amidst her 
hills and streams, with the ocean at her 
feet.

And at this time when the land is going 
back three hundred years when that 
little band of Pilgrims so eloquently re- 
ferred to by Senator Lodge as noted 
above, his words can be once more taken 
as a text for the whole nation to follow. 
It means that a new era is about to 
dawn when man and man can and will 
get along rightly together in public 
affairs and Senator: Harding has sounded 
that same text this week here. He.is for 
America and her sacred traditions and to 
follow them out will be to advance along 
all worthy lines as to progress and true 
patriotism. So Senator Lodge's place is 
to lead in the days to come from his high 
position in the Senate. America as well 
as the world is calling for help and not a 
man in public life in Washington today 
doubts but that the cry will be answered 
with but one purpose —to right the 
country upon its historic way. Law and 
order will follow. Congress will make 
for peace and progress and prosperity 
and the days of reconstruction are now 
under way. The air has cleared con- 
siderably in this city this week and there 
is a something that tells the land that 
deeds are only work performed. That 
point Senator Harding made to his col- 
leagues on the hill in his farewell address 
to them. 


President Wilson has asked the Con- 
gress to give the Filipinos their inde- 
pendence. No one doubts the great 
progress these people have made in two 
decades and freedom will be theirs as 
soon as the Congress so declares. Mr. 
Wilson is right no doubt in what he says, 
but the coming Congress may not be in 
a mood to debate this question very 
much. As to the ultimate independence 
of the islands no one for a moment 
doubts and the progress in behalf of in- 
dependence is gaining in Congress. 
Many members have been lately con- 
vinced that the islands should be given 
over completely to the Filipinos and this 
sentiment is on the gain both in and out 
of Congress. Whether the fight will be 
made next session or not, remains to be 
seen, but it is safe to say that if the vote 
was taken the islands would be free. 
The movement for freedom, or rather in- 
dependence, is being pushed in a sane 
and able manner-and one in which edu- 
cational features alone will finally win 
the day. Mr. Wilson makes, .a good 
point but as one members of the House 
said today, ‘it comes-rather too,late for 
immediate use.”” But the campaign is 
going on and it will bear fruit for today 
the Filipinos are a worthy people and a 
people well able to govern themselves in 
every way. Their cause is only delayed a 
bit for it is not lost nor can it lose. 

The budget bill will soon be a law 
and any day now will see the House. pass 
the measure that President Wilson 
vetoed last session. A few final touches 
on the bill aré being made now and it 
will go through quickly for the last ses- 
sion debated the bill in every manner 
possible. A budget bill will be the first 
real step towards economy and as eco- 
nomy is the watchword of the Congress 
to come as well as the session that re- 
mains of the present Congress the coun- 
try will surely welcome a relief from the 
useless expenditure of money for the 
same work. A reorganization of the ad- 
ministrative features of the depart- 
ments will be}worked out and the end will 
be that thousands of places will be va- 
cated that are of no account except for 
salary purposes via politics. It is a 
severe task for any party to remove 
names from a payroll but a country that 
pays salaries to forty-one bureaus all 
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doing the same work needs something to 
wake itself up. The rut is deep with 
payrolls on all sides and once on firm 
ground with a budget system as a guide, 
the nation will be the gainer in more 
ways than one. The system is what 
business has been crying for since the 
days of President Arthur and the dream 
of that age is about to be realized. 

Listen to this. ‘The census bureau on 
Wednesday gave to the public its figures 
as to the anthracite operations for 1919 
in Pennsylvania. You all know how 
much you have to pay for a ton of hard 
coal. Well, for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1919, the increase shows only 
6,302,000 more tons than in 1909, but it 
shows that in 1919 the production of 
anthracite coal was 78,566,86 tons. 
Now how about the greatly increased 
cost? The census bureau does not go 
into costs of coal. 

Uncle Joe Cannon is back on the job 
and will stick to the job after the fourth 
of next March, too. His old chum, 
Champ Clark goes back home with the 
old dog. Champ says that he is al- 
ready in the campaign for his comeback 
and everyone in Washington hopes he 
will return. Uncle Joe and Champ 
are lovable fellows and both as Speaker 
of the House have given the country 
great and valuable service. 

Weather here is great and glorious. 
The Congress came in this week in sun- 
shine and not a drop of rain was in 
sight. Next March 4th is what is 
worrying folks here as to weather. When 
you come on for the ball, of course you do 
not want it to rain. Get ready for there 
will be something of a real old-fashioned 
celebration March 4th, next. It will be 
a home-coming for the people after all.

War Savings Stamps and the Holi- 
day Season ’ 


F. C. Ayres, director of the Savings 
Division, First Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict, warns people against the sharks 
who are particularly active at this time 
trying to induce people to part with their 
War Savings Stamps and other govern- 
ment securities at unfair prices. Mr. 
Ayres pointed out that during the holi- 
day shopping season when people of 
small means particularly are anxious to 
secure ready money, they may make the 
mistake of selling their savings stamps 
below the price, that the government 
stands ready at all times to pay through 
the postoffice. People also may be in- 
duced to sell Liberty Bonds and Vic- 
tory notes below even the prices pre- 
vailing in the stock market. Anyone 
who is foreed to part with their Liberty 
Bonds, according to Mr. Ayres, should 
be very careful and go to a legitimate 
broker or to a bank in order to make sure 
that they lose nothing, either on the 
market value of the bonds, or on the 
accumulated interest. For those who 
are unfamiliar with figuring interest on 
the bonds, there is danger that a sharp 
bargain hunter may cheat them.

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Restricting Immigration 

The problem of immigration appears 
to be in the process of solution on high 
speed. Without waiting for very care- 
ful review of the situation, Congress is 
likely to pass legislation at this session 
placing pretty high barriers against very 
much more of an influx in foreign labor 
into the United States. It is suggested 
that this will be for a two-year period, 
and further suggestion has recently 
been made that this shall not be for more 
than a one-year period. 

The writer is not going on record as 
being opposed to restriction of immi- 
gration. There is not the least question 
but that strong restriction should be 
made along certain lines, but to bar out 
all of the low-priced Jabor upon which 
this country is very dependent at the 
present time is open to grave question. 
How much opposition the farmers will 
show to the proposed plan is not yet de- 
termined, but if they are purely selfish 
they are going to be a deal disturbed 
over the possibility of shortage of cheap 
labor which they will need another year. 

We are of course at the present time 
running through a period of great de- 
pression, where many men are seeking 
jobs, and of those men many are willing 
to take almost any sort of employment 
in order to earn a weekly wage. Wheth- 
er the labor profiteer with no ability, 
with little industry, with practically no 
education, who during the war found 
such a call for his services that he could 
exact almost any price that he wished, 
will learn the lessons. that are being 
taught in these days of business depres- 
sion, or not, remains to be seen.. If he 
has learned the lesson, then it is possible 
that we can properly restrict immigra- 
tion and keep out the sixty per cent 
desirable and the forty per cent unde- 
sirable in that way. If they have not 
learned the lesson, then we are going to 
find the high cost still obtaining when | 
we take up the job of doing the necessary | 
work next year in planting our fields, 
building our roads, digging our cellars, 
and all the other things that are involved 
in that type of labor. 

We hope Congress will go fairly slowly 
in this job, that it will think pretty 
carefully before it makes the term of dis- 
barment too long, and before it makes 
the conditions too drastic in the control 
of immigration. 


A Town Celebration 

A very excellent group of people are 
interested in a 275th anniversary cele- 
bration for the town of Andover, and a 
preliminary meéeting has been held to 
consider the proposition. While the 
Townsman has every interest in anythng 
that has to do with setting the town in 
the proper light -before the public at 
large, it is difficult to become very en- 
thusiastic over this notion that a local 
celebration is due the coming year. 


In the first place, the coming year is 
the Pilgrim year. That means the 
Plymouth year. That means the cele- 
bration that they will hold in Plymouth, 
where the whole center of interest for 
the nation and a great deal of the world 
will be. Just why Andover should feel 
that it had a part in that, justifying 
splitting up the 50-year cycles for cele- 
brations, is hard to understand. If we 
canconsider that we may wisely have a 
275th anniversary, why not a 280th, 
and then a 285th, and so on, or at least 
a 290th, and make them come in ten- 
year periods. 

If it’ seems wise for the Historical 
Society to stage some sort of a pageant 
and show some of the things that An- 
dover is responsible for in the develop- 
ment of the nation, from the time of the 
Puritans, that simple matter could be 
well cared for by that efficient organiza- 
tion. When it comes to making it a 
town proposition, again we must say it 
is difficult to get much enthusiasm over 
it. 


Editorial Cinders 


Christmas shopping should be done 
soon, because the whole land is crying 
for it to be done “early.” .There is 
some question whether all the shops are 
going to get as much business as they 
hope for under the present receding tide 
of prosperity. Whatever may be the 
state of the flat pocket book, however, 
most people feel that there is needed a 
certain amount of giving, in order to 
have the spirit of the time properly 
recognized. Hence the admonition, 
“do your Christmas shopping early,” 
and just now that means but a few 
days left compared to the whole year.

Obituary 


NATHANIEL HART PRIDE 

Nathaniel Hart Pride, who former- 
ly lived on Main street in the house 
now occupied by C. Emerson Stone, 
died in Milton Saturday, and ihe fun- 
eral which was private, was held on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Pride was born in Andover and 
was the son of the late Edward W. 
Pride, a Congregational minister, and 
Charlotte R. Pride. He was educated 
at Phillips academy and showed un- 
usual ability as a musician, being 
connected with the musical clubs and 
was also organist at the chapel. 

He entered Harvard and was grad- 
uated in the class of 1901.

He specialized in mathematics and for a 
time gave his serious attention to this 
department, but music, for which he had 
a natural ability, began to occupy his 
attention, and he later became an in- 
structor in this branch of study. 

Following his graduation, Mr. Pride 
joined the faculty of St. Mark’s school 
at Southboro, where he taught mathe- 
matics. His first’ association with 
Milton academy began in 1908, and 
he remained there for two years, when 
he was called to the Gilman Country 
school at Baltimore, where he also re- 
mained for two years. He then returned 
to Milton, and from 1912 till 1916 was 
one of the faculty. 

Mr. Pride having been called to the 
head mastership of the Cathedral 
school, (St. John the Divine), in New 
York, he accepted the post and siayed 
there for the next two years. 

When Milton academy received the 
gift of a new chapel Mr. Pride was 
invited to become the head of the 
music department as well as organ- 
ist, and having accepted this posi- 
tion he returned to Milton last Sep- 
tember. 

Mr. Pride had coached the Glee 
club of the academy, and had been 
heard in piano recitals during the 
past fall. He is survived by a brother, 
Edward Pride of West Newton.

Recitals at Abbot Academy 


The forty-fifth season of recitals at 
Abbot Academy began last Saturday 
afternoon with a song recital by Mme. 
Eva Gauthier. From every point of 
view it was a remarkable event. Mme. 
Gauthier’s voice, a mezzo soprano, is 
one of extraordinary beauty; it is of 
large range, of exquisite quality, and is 
completely under the control of the 
singer. One seldom hears such beauty 
and variety of vocal tone. Moreover, 
Mme. Gauthier.is pre-eminent as an 
interpreter. Her artistry. would have 
been charming even without her wealth 
of voice. She has a decidedly poetic 
nature and is possessed of a keen aes- 
thetic sense. Then again, her program 
was at once novel and worth while. 
Mme. Gauthier is noted for her power 
in discerning artistic merit and value. 
Her program on Saturday afternoon was 
mostly by composers now living. The 
folk songs, both Oriental and Western, 
though ancient, were put in the form in 
which they were heard at the concert by 
contemporary musicians.
